ALPINE (Downhill) SKIING—Wisp Ski Re- 
sort, located in McHenry and adjacent to Deep 
Creek Lake, is Maryland’s only ski resort. Ris- 
ing to an elevation of 3,080 feet with a 610 
foot vertical drop, Wisp offers a wide variety 
of terrain to suit both young and old from be- 
ginner to expert. There are 23 trails covering 
80 acres of skiable surface. Wisp is renowned 
for its extensive snowmaking system, and can 
cover 90% of all trails with machine-made 
snow. The lift system includes two triple and 
three double chairlifts as well as a rope and 
handle tow with uphill capacity of 9,100 skiers 
per hour. Lights cover 90% of the trails for 
night skiing. 


The base area includes a halfpipe for 
snowboard skiers and a children’s center which 
is open during ski season. The McHenry House 
Base Lodge houses a wide variety of food and 
beverage outlets also open year-round. These 
include The Bavarian Room, The Gathering, 
Pizzazz Pizza, Sweet Street Cafe’ Pastry Shop 
and two bars: Shenanigans and the 23 degree 
Below Lounge. 


Rentals and lessons in both ski and 
snowboard are always available. A complete line

Statewide Boating Regulations for Non-Tidal 
Waters: 


1. Boating accidents must be reported. 


2. When waterskiing, two persons in the boat 
(an operator and an observer) must be at 
least 12 years old. 


3. No waterskiing between sunset and sunrise. 


4. It is unlawful to operate a boat in a reckless 
or negligent manner, or while under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 


5. One Coast Guard approved Personal Flo- 
tation Device must be carried for each per- 
son aboard, and additional safety equipment 
may be required. 


6. A valid registration must be on board and 
correctly displayed.

8. Navigation lights must be displayed between 
sunset and sunrise. 


9. A Boating Safety Certificate may be re- 
quired for those born on or after July 1, 
1972: 

Specific Regulations for Deep Creek Lake: 


1. A vessel may not exceed 25 feet in length, 
except pontoon boats which may not ex- 
ceed 30 feet. 


2. Sirens are not permitted. 
3. Houseboats are not permitted. 


4. Engines may not exceed the manufacturers 
recommended capacity, or total displace- 
ment of 550 cubic inches, whichever is less.

Increasingly, ice fishing has become a fa- 
vorite winter pastime on Deep Creek Lake and 
Savage River Reservoir. The best months are 
January and February. Yellow perch and wall- 
eye provide most of the action, although other 
species such as northern pike, trout, pickerel, 
crappie and bass are frequently caught. A list 
of regulations for ice fishing can also be found 
in the Sportfishing Guide. Please observe the 
following rules: 1. No vehicle except emergency 
vehicles shall be permitted on the ice of Deep 
Creek Lake at any time. 2. No swimming or 
diving shall be permitted in any area of Deep 
Creek Lake where waters are covered by ice. 3. 
Fishermen should exercise caution at times 
when ice conditions are unsafe due to weather 
conditions or lake level fluctuations. 


GOLF—Garrett County features two 18-hole 
championship golf courses. The Oakland Golf 
Club, which is open from April to October, 
offers a pro shop as well as Club House with 
dining room.

like the stiff plastic boots alpine skiers wear) 
and are attached to the board with bindings in 
a fixed position. Snowboard skiers at Wisp Ski 
Resort use the same lifts and trails as alpine 
skiers and follow the same rules of the slopes. 
Additionally, Wisp offers a half-pipe for 
snowboard skiers. The half-pipe is 400' long 
and 30' wide with high banked walls. 
Snowboard riders maneuver in the half-pipe 
much like a skateboard rider would on ramps 
seen at a number of skateboard parks. Compe- 
titions in both half-pipe and slalom are staged 
at Wisp throughout the season. Wisp also of-

SNOWMOBILING—Dte to a large amount 
of snowfall each winter, snowmobiling is also a 
popular sport.

adjacent to public highways except to cross at a 
90-degree angle.

SWIMMING—One of the most popular of 
all summer sports. There are four public swim- 
ming areas in the county. Deep Creek Lake 
State Park features an 800-foot sandy beach 
with lifeguards on duty during the summer 
months. A bath house, concession building and 
picnic area are also available. New Germany 
State Park, south of Grantsville, has a 13-acre 
lake with 600 feet of beach. Lifeguards, rental 
rowboats and a picnic area are also featured. 
Herrington Manor State Park near Swallow 
Falls features a 53-acre lake with 400 feet of 
sandy beach. Rental rowboats, paddle boats, 
picnic area, bath house, concession building and 
on-duty lifeguards combine to make your visit 
a memorable one.

Things to See 


BACKBONE MOUNTAIN—At an eleva- 
tion of 3,360 feet, this is the highest point in 
the State of Maryland, located in the southern 
portion of the county at the crest of the 
Alleghenies. The mountain is crossed by U. S. 
Route 50, and the highest point is noted by an 
historical marker on the northern side of Route 
50 just east of Red House. 


BEAR CREEK FISH REARING STA- 
TION—The history of Garrett County is 
closely associated with its excellent trout fish- 
ing. Since the early 19th century, sportsmen 
have come to the area for trout. Many records 
of phenomenal catches still exist. At the Bear 
Creek Fish Rearing Station on the Bear Creek 
Road near Friendsville, visitors can see the fu- 
ture catches in all stages of growth, from fin- 
gerlings up to 14-inch prizes. The pools are 
located in a green glade with large trees. 


BROADFORD RECREATION AREA—A 
delightful park outside Oakland in Mt. Lake 
Park off Pittsburgh Avenue, this area boasts a

138-acre lake with 700 feet of beach. There is 
a bath house, concession building, boat ramp 
for rowboats, and extensive picnic grounds. The 
emphasis is on bathing, picnicking and fish- 
ing. 

Owned and operated by the town of Oak- 
land, a nominal admission fee is charged and 
planned activities and events are held each 
weekend throughout the season. 


THE COVE—Traveling on Route 219, you 
can see a panoramic view of one of the finest 
farming districts in the area. At a 2,800-foot 
elevation on the highway, the cove appears to 
be a huge amphitheatre, surrounded on all sides 
by mountain ranges. Farms are laid out in soil- 
conserving contour strips. During the spring, 
summer and fall, an artist’s painting could not 
be more picturesque. If traveling south from 
Interstate 68 on Route 219, the Cove scenic 
overlook is located on the right just a few miles 
north of Accident. The view is highly recom- 
mended. 


CRAFTS—In recent years, there has been a 
resurgence in the popularity of original crafts 
and handcrafted items. There are many places 
in Garrett County which serve as outlets to 
countless area craftsmen. All are open to the 
public and you are encouraged to visit and see 
examples of original handcrafted items. Dem- 
onstrations of various crafts are scheduled 
throughout the year at Penn Alps in Grantsville, 
where examples of weaving, woodworking, 
wood carving, clock making, casting and forg- 
ing, as well as many other crafts are demon- 
strated. Local craft outlets are listed in the Di- 
rectory of Services. 


THE CRANESVILLE SUB-ARCTIC 
SWAMP— One of nature’s natural phenom- 
ena, the swamp covers over 500 acres of land 
which sprawls across the boundaries of Mary- 
land and West Virginia. Formed during the 
Ice Age, this remnant of boreal forest produces 
growth normally found only in arctic regions

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Historical Sites 


THE TOWN OF ACCIDENT—FLOW- 
ERY VALE—Accident is located on busy 
Route 219 about 5 miles north of Deep Creek 
Lake in a scenic farming valley dating back to 
1800. The oldest known structure—the Drane 
House—is being restored. The Drane House 
is one of the very few original frontier planta- 
tion homes remaining on Maryland’s Table- 
land. It is the key to Accident’s past and the 
living history of tobacco growing days in the 
uplands. Sites of the two earliest frame struc- 
tures used by Lutheran congregations for church 


services have been marked by stone markers in 
Zion Cemetery and St. Paul’s New Cemetery. 
The 73-year old yellow brick schoolhouse is 
now a handsomely remodeled complex, com- 
prising the Flowery Vale Senior Center and 
Valley View Apartments. 


A lovely park and picnic pavilion, plus Town 
View Village, another apartment complex for 
the elderly, occupy the site of the famous 
Speicher Horse Barn which housed imported 
Belgian and Percheron horses.

B&O RAILROAD STATION IN OAK- 
LAND—One of the oldest stations in the 
country, this Queen Anne-style station was 
built in 1884 after the B&O had developed a 
resort clientele for Oakland and Garrett 
County. The ground the station stands on was 


used by the B&O Railroad as early as 1851. 


The Oakland station is now in the National 
Registry. It is distinguished by its incised brick, 
picturesque massing and the mixing of build- 
ing materials characteristic of this disappearing 
building style. It was built by the Baltimore 
firm of Baldwin and Pennington, which con- 
structed a similar station in Laurel, Maryland 


in 1884. 


It is located in Oakland, near the intersec- 
tion of Second and Liberty Streets. 


BRADDOCK’S TRAIL—Built by British 
General Edward Braddock’s army in 1755, un- 
der the direction of aide-de-camp George 
Washington, the trail really is an improvement 
of the old Indian route, Nemacolin’s Trail.

CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE—At the 


time of its construction, this was the largest 
single-span stone arch bridge in the United 
States (80 feet). Built in 1813 of beautiful na- 
tive Western Maryland stone, it served traffic 
on the nation’s first Federal highway. 


Once a part of the National Pike running 
between Cumberland, MD, and Wheeling, 
WV, it provided an improved method of trans- 
portation for drovers, freighters, wagoners, 


horsemen, stagecoach passengers and pedestri- 
ans when the western frontier was the 


Alleghenies. 


While watching its construction, people 
speculated that the bridge would collapse when 
the supporting timbers were removed. To avoid 
having the general public as an audience should 
the bridge collapse at the celebration planned 
for the removal of the supports, the contractor 
loosened them the night before the ceremony. 
The next day, he stood under the bridge dur- 


ing the ceremony to prove its worthiness. The

years as one of Garrett County’s most photo- 
genic as well as historic sites. 


The bridge was closed to traffic in 1953 
and restored with funds made available by the 
State of Maryland. In 1964, the Department 
of Interior designated the bridge a Registered 
Historical Landmark.

FRIENDSVILLE—The site of the first settle- 
ment (Selbysport is the oldest town) in Garrett 
County, Friendsville was named for John 
Friend, Sr., who came to the area in 1765 and 
bought the land from the Indians. When the 
C&O Railroad was built in 1890, the town 
became an important shipping point for lum- 
ber products. 


Friendsville, located near Exit 4 off Inter- 
state 68, along the Youghiogheny River, is now 
most noted for its very popular annual fiddle 
and banjo competition and Friendsville Day 
summer celebration (see Calendar of Events). 
It is also the home of the Friend Family

As the oldest and most historic section of 
Garrett County, Grantsville is the site of many 
historic landmarks. For example, the visitor will 
find the Casselman Hotel, built in 1824. It 
was first used by drovers and farmers traveling 
westward over the National Pike. Still in op- 
eration, the Casselman Hotel offers services to 
today’s traveler. 


The Casselman River Bridge, built in 1813 
on Route 40 east of Grantsville, was the larg- 
est single-span stone arch bridge of its kind at 
the time of construction. The bridge offers ex- 
cellent photographic opportunities, as well as 
picnic facilities in a charming setting. 


One of the oldest grist mills in Garrett 
County is Stanton’s Mill, located in Grantsville 


on Route 40. The mill dates back to 1797 and 
still in operation, it is an interesting stop for 
any visitor. 


Grantsville also boasts Penn Alps, originally 
an 1818 stagecoach stop on the National Road 
(Route 40), just east of town. Penn Alps is 
now a restaurant and craft shop, which is the 
largest handicraft marketing facility in this 
mountain region. The adjacent Spruce Forest 
Artisan Village contains restored log cabins, a 
plank shed and other rustic buildings which 
house a variety of artisans during the summer 
months. 


McHENRY—Named for Col. James 
McHenry of Baltimore, who was an aide to 
General George Washington during the 
American Revolution. Dr. McHenry was a

bring their servants, animals, and in later years, 
automobiles, via the B&O Railroad and spend 
the entire summer. President William Howard 
Taft, William Jennings Bryan and the evange- 
list, Billy Sunday, were just three well-known 
individuals who visited the Park and spoke be- 
fore huge audiences. Many of the musical, dra- 
matic and oratorical performances were pre- 
sented in a 5,000 seat amphitheater. 


A portion of the Park with a number of 
Victorian houses has been listed in the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 


OAKLAND Situated on a plateau 2,650 feet 
above sea level, the county seat was founded 
23 years before Garrett County was established. 
The main line of the B&O Railroad came 
through Oakland in 1851 boosting the 
community's development as a commercial cen- 
ter. The railroad was also responsible for the 
popularization of the Deer Park-Oakland area 
as a resort in the late 1800's. 


Current existing sites of interest in Oak- 
land include the Garrett County Courthouse, 
built in 1908; the Garrett County Historical 
Museum on Center Street; the B&O Railroad 
Station, “The Church of the Presidents” (St. 
Matthew’s Episcopal Church) on Liberty 
Street; and the Ruth Enlow Library. See other 
entries in this book for additional information 
on other attractions.

CHURCH—Now a mission of the Episcopal

Church, this is among the last log churches in 
the Eastern United States remaining in use to- 
day. Reportedly built at a cost of $50, it is 
situated in a shady grove on Route 135 on 
Backbone Mountain near Altamont.

Day. Services the rest of the year are held at 
St. John’s Episcopal Church, Deer Park. 
PENN ALPS—This 1818 log building was

built as a stagecoach stop on the National Road 
(Route 40), east of Grantsville and originally 
called the “Little Crossings Inn.” It now serves 
as a restaurant and craft shop and is the largest 
handicraft marketing facility in the area (see 
display advertisement in this guide). Penn Alps 
is adjacent to the Spruce Forest Artisan Vil- 
lage of four log cabins, a plank shed and nu- 
merous other rustic buildings, including Revo- 
lutionary War era and 1920 log houses, and 
the 1835 Miller House, built by an Amish pa-

triarch of the Casselman Valley. The Spruce 
Forest Artisan Village Summerfest and Quilt 
Show is held here annually in July, and the 
craft village is open May through October. (See 
display advertisement in this guide.) 


PENNINGTON COTTAGE AT DEER 
PARK—The Pennington Cottage, located on 
the north side of the old and once-famous Deer 
Park Hotel Resort, Deer Park, Maryland, was 
designed by Mr. Josias Pennington in 1892. 
This is a large three-story summer cottage with 
fourteen rooms.

Mr. Pennington was a member of the firm 
of Baldwin and Pennington, prominent archi- 
tects of Baltimore. Among the buildings de- 
signed by the Baldwin and Pennington firm 
were the Baltimore Police Department Head- 
quarters, the addition to the State House in 
Annapolis, and the Passenger Car Roundhouse 
at Mount Clare, now the B&O Railroad Trans- 


portation Museum, Baltimore.

In the early days of railroading, Deer Park 
played host to travelers and dignitaries from all 
over the nation. The famous Deer Park Hotel, 
built by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
served as the central location for vacation and 
activities. Presidents Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland came to Deer Park for summer holi- 


days. 


The cottage is now in operation as the Deer 
Park Inn, a restaurant and bed and breakfast 
(see display advertisement in this guide). 


THE SANG RUN AREA—Out of its mag- 
nificent resources the county has produced a 
book which, for a hundred years, has rated as a 
great hunter’s classic. This autobiography is 
“Forty-Four Years of the Life of a Hunter,” 
written by Meshach Browning, Maryland’s 
most noted hunter. His famous rifle is now on 
display in the Smithsonian Institution. 


Meshach Browning settled in this area, 
known at one time as the “Sanging Ground.” 
His hunts in this region northwest of Deep 
Creek Lake made him a legend. 


In its very name, “Sang Run” contains a 
reminder of a plant that has long association 
with American mountain life—that is, ginseng, 
shortened by the mountaineers to “sang.” Its 
market continues to thrive and the dried wild 
root is so valued by the Chinese for medicinal 


purposes that it draws the astonishing price of 


over $100 a pound! 


STANTON’S MILL—One of oldest grist 
mills in Garrett County, built in 1795 by Jesse 
Tomlinson. The mill was rebuilt in 1856 by 


Perry Schultz and deeded to William Stanton 
in 1862. Stanton’s son, Eli, operated the mill 
for 43 years; the mill is still in operation today. 
The mill is located at Little Crossings on Route 
40 near Grantsville, and is open Monday 
through Saturday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. wi

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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF GAR- 
RETT COUNTY—Garrett County was 
created in 1872, the last of all Maryland 
Counties created. Moreover, unless the con- 
stitutional provision requiring an area of at 
least 400 square miles for each new county 
is amended, there will be no new counties 
formed in the future. “Laurel” was consid- 
ered as a name for the county, but local 
sentiment was overwhelmingly in favor of 
Garrett, in honor of John W. Garrett, who 
was at that time president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. 

The method followed in the creation of 
Garrett County is unique in Maryland his- 
tory. A permissive clause for the creation of 
a county in the area now included in the 
bounds of Garrett County was inserted in 
the constitution of 1851 (Art. 8, Sec. 2). 
Nothing was done about the matter, how- 
ever, until 1872 after two subsequent con- 
stitutions, 1864 and 1867, had provided that 


any new county must have an area of at 
least 400 square miles and a population of 
at least 10,000. Serious agitation for an- 
other Western Shore county began after the 
creation of Wicomico County on the East- 
ern Shore by the constitutional convention 
of 1867. By 1871 it was conceded that all 
constitutional requirements had been met, 
and the Assembly created Garrett County 
by act of April 1, 1872 (Acts 1872, ch 212). 
The bounds were fixed by the act: 

“That all that part of Allegany County 
lying south and west of a line beginning at 
the summit of the Big Backbone, or Savage 
Mountain, where the mountain is crossed 
by Mason and Dixon’s line, and running 
thence by a straight line to the middle of 
Savage River, where it empties into the 
Potomac River; thence by a straight line to 
the nearest point or boundary of the State 
of West Virginia; then with the said bound- 
ary to the Fairfax stone, shall be a new 
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GROUND WATER SPECIALISTS 
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Well Drillers 
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county, to be called the County of Garrett; 
provided the provisions of this act as to tak- 
ing the census of the people and the area of 
said new county, and the sense of the people 
therein, shall be complied with in accordance 
with the constitution of this state.” 

These boundaries consist of three straight 
lines of the west, north, and east and the 
Potomac River on the south. The southern 
boundary of the county lies on the right bank 
of the north branch of the Potomac, whose 
waters are accordingly within the limits of 
Garrett County. The northern boundary, 
fixed by that part of the Mason and Dixon 
line which had no permanent markers, was 
not known exactly until the resurvey of that 
line undertaken by the states of Maryland 
and Pennsylvania some time later. The east- 
ern boundary was long in dispute because of 
the difficulty of surveying the line required 
by the act. The western line, which also marks 
the common boundary of Maryland and West 
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Virginia, could not be drawn exactly until 
the boundary dispute between these two 
states was settled. When all its limits were 
fixed, Garrett County was found to have an 
area of 662 square miles, making it the sec- 
ond largest county in the state. 


HISTORY—The history of Garrett 
County is a record of peaceful settlement 
and development. No battles were fought 
here, yet most of the great events and forces 
of American history played a part in the 
growth of the county. 

The development of several important 
roads served to open the county to settlers. 
In some instances the Indian trails were wid- 
ened. One such trail, Nemacolin’s Path, 
passed through the northern part of this 
county. General Braddock’s army, in 1755, 
followed this route and cut the first wagon 
road from Fort Cumberland through the 
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wilderness to the Great Meadows near 
Uniontown, Pennsylvania. Along this road 
occurred the opening battle of the French 
and Indian War when the young Colonel 
George Washington was defeated at Fort 
Necessity. This old road remained in use 
for a number of years. 


The Old State Road (the Winchester- 
Morgantown-Clarksburg Road) built in 
1789 through Garrett County was used by 
settlers going to the new lands opened up 
by the Louisiana Purchase. 


The first great highway linking the east- 
ern and western sections of the United States 
was the Cumberland Road, which passed 
through the northern section of Garrett 
County near the old Braddock Road. This 
highway, built by the Federal Government 
between 1811 and 1819, soon became 
known as the National Road and today is 
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Rt. 495 Swanton

part of U.S. Route 40. The town of 
Grantsville, named for Daniel Grant of Bal- 
timore, grew up along this highway. 

The Northwestern Turnpike, another fa- 
mous east-west route, crossed the southern 
part of the county. It was proposed by George 
Washington and surveyed by Crozet, once a 
soldier in Napoleon’s army in Egypt who 
was then engineer for Virginia. This famous 
pioneer route is now part of U.S. Route 50. 

Only a few settlers came into the area 
before the Revolution. John Friend Sr. and 
his brothers established the first permanent 
settlement, “Friend’s Fortune,” at the mouth 
of the Youghiogheny River, now the town 
of Friendsville, in 1765. The noted hunter 
Meshach Browning describes the early days 
of pioneer life in his book, “Forty-Four 
Years in the Life of a Hunter.”

The building of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad through the mountains in the 1850's 
had an even greater effect on the growth of 
the county than the coming of the high- 
ways. After the construction of the railroad 
through the southern part of the county, 
new farm lands were cleared, timber and coal 
resources were developed, and towns were 
built along the route. Oakland was laid out 
in 1849 near the little settlement of Mc- 
Carty’s Mill. Bloomington was laid out in 
the same year as a coal mining center, and 
Swanton grew up as a shipping point for 
lumber. 

After having been part of Allegany Coun- 
ty for 83 years, Garrett County was formed 
in 1872. Oakland, the commercial center 
for the southern area, was chosen as the 
county seat. The county was named for John 
W. Garrett of Baltimore, who, as president

of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, had 
done much to further the development of 
the area. During his presidency, the railroad 
built large summer resorts in Deer Park and 
Oakland. Deer Park became a resort for the 
wealthy before 1900. President and Mrs. 
Cleveland spent a week of their honeymoon 
there in 1886. The town of Mt. Lake Park 
was organized in 1881 as a summer religious 
and cultural center. After 1900 Garrett 
County’s popularity as a summer resort de- 
clined, but the coming of Deep Creek Lake 
and the State Parks reversed the trend. 

Coal and lumber have always been im- 
portant industries in the County with the 
communities of Kitzmiller, Shallmar, Vindex, 
Kempton, and Jennings developing as min- 
ing centers, and Friendsville and Crellin as 
lumber and coal areas. Grantsville and Acci- 
dent have remained primarily agricultural 
centers. 


The Garrett County Historical Society 
was organized in 1941 under the leadership 
of the late historian Captain Charles E. 
Hoye, who edited its quarterly publication, 
the Glades Star. The magazine circulates 
throughout the United States to more than 
500 members and has been continuously 
published for 40 years. The Society main- 
tains its own building on East Center Street 
in Oakland, the Garrett County Historical 
Museum, Mrs. Beth Friend, curator. 


GEOGRAPHY—Garrett County is lo- 
cated in the extreme western section of 
Maryland. It is bordered on the north by 
Pennsylvania and on the west and south by 
West Virginia. Roughly triangular in shape 
and containing 662 square miles, it is the 
second largest county of Maryland in land 
area. The Potomac River forms the south- 
ern boundary and meanders irregularly 
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north-eastward to the Allegany County 
line. The 1980 population is approxi- 
mately 40 persons per square mile. It is 
among the more sparsely populated 
counties in the state of Maryland. 


The topography of Garrett County 
is largely mountains. All of the county 
lies within the Appalachian Plateau. 
The average elevation of the county is 
2,300 feet above sea level. There are 
five main mountain ridges: Backbone 
Mountain, Savage Mountain, Meadow 
Mountain, Negro Mountain and Wind- 
ing Ridge. The highest point in the 
county is Backbone Mountain, 3,360 
feet. The lowest point, 900 feet, is in 
the middle of Savage River where it 
empties into the Potomac. 


There is a continental divide in Garrett 
County. It runs along the crest of Back- 
bone and Meadow Mountains; the water 
flowing down the east slope goes into the 
Chesapeake Bay via the Potomac River. The 
water on the west slope flows into the Gulf 
of Mexico, via the Youghiogheny, Mon- 
ongahela, Ohio, and Mississippi Rivers. The 


main tributary of the Potomac is the Sav- 


age River on which a large flood control 
dam was built. The Casselman River is the 
main tributary of the Youghiogheny. 


ECONOMY-—Garrett County’s economy 
is influenced by numerous sectors. There 
have been recent growths in manufacturing 
with the county’s largest employer being 
Bausch & Lomb’s Eyewear Division plant 
which employs approximately 1,000 people. 
Another optical company, Garrett Optical, 
started operations in 1991 in a new facility 
in one of the county-owned industrial parks. 
Several other new companies have started 
operations recently and others have signifi- 
cantly expanded their operations. In all 
there are 60 some manufacturers located 
throughout the county. 


The dramatic growth in tourism-related 
business has positioned this sector as an 
extremely integral part of Garrett County’s 
economy. The continued future growth of 
recreation-tourism related businesses may 
well be the driving force behind Garrett’s 
economic well-being. 

Other sectors that have an important 
role in Garrett County’s economy are natu- 
ral resource based industries (mining, tim- 
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ber, farming, water-resource based, etc.). 
The County has the State’s only deep- 
mining facility in Maryland, the 
Mettiki deep-mine, which employs ap- 
proximately 300 persons. Numerous 
sawmills process the abundant supplies 
of hardwoods found locally. Several 
other companies bottle the mountain 
spring waters that originate here. 


INCORPORATED TOWNS—There 
are eight incorporated towns in Garrett 
County: Accident, Deer Park, Friends- 
ville, Grantsville, Kitzmiller, Loch Lynn 
Heights, Mountain Lake Park and Oak- 
land. They provide various services 
within their jurisdiction and levy prop- 
erty taxes to meet their expenses. Each 
town has a mayor and council chosen in 
nonpartisan elections. County voting 
registration does not include municipal 
voting privilege, and municipal elections 
are not held simultaneously with county 
and state elections. Citizens should con- 
sult their municipal authorities to deter- 
mine where and when to register for 
municipal elections and when elections 


are held.

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Camping in Maryland State Parks 


Individual parks vary in times of opera- 
tion, entrance fee, etc. It is recommended 
that you call the specific State Park for fur- 
ther information. Please refer to the chart 
below. Campers are not permitted to enter 
the camping area after 10 p.m. Pets are not 
allowed in State Parks with the exception of 
Big Run State Park’s unimproved campsites 
and at a limited number of campsites at Swal- 


low Falls State Park. 


Trailers 

Camping trailers up to 29 feet in length 
are permitted. House trailers are not per- 
mitted. 


Improved Campgrounds 

Each campsite allows sufficient room to 
park one car and a camping trailer, or to 
park one car and erect a tent up to 16’. 
(Sometimes off-site parking is necessary.) A 
picnic table and grill are provided at each 
site, and drinking fountains and water spig- 
ots are located nearby. Camping areas con- 
tain centrally located washhouses, equipped 
with toilets, lavatories and showers with hot 
water available. Laundry tubs are available 
in some parks during summer. Deep Creek 
and Swallow Falls State Parks will accept 
specific site reservations up to one year in 
advance. 


Unimproved Campgrounds 

These sites also allow ample room for the 
parking of one car and a camping trailer, or 
the erection of a tent; however, in some ar- 
eas off-site parking may be necessary. Tables 
and fireplaces are available and a source of 
water and a comfort station are within walk- 
ing distance. Comfort stations are equipped 
with toilets only.

Day and for two night minimun stays for all 
other months of the year. 

While in the past a lottery was held for 
the use of state park cabins, now prospective 
cabin renters may directly call the park to 
make those reservations. Reservations will be 
taken on a first-come, first-served basis from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Monday through Fri- 
day, excluding holidays. Reservations may be 
made one calendar year in advance of the 
desired rental date. Some cabins are handi- 
capped accessible. 

Reservations must be accompanied by a 
non-refundable deposit of $55.00 and may 
be confirmed with a Visa or MasterCard 
number. 

Individuals may reserve a maximum of 
two cabins for the period of Memorial Day 
through Labor Day. For Fall, Winter, Spring

In 1906 the 
Garrett brothers of the B&O Railroad fame 
gave the State of Maryland 2,000 acres of 
forest land providing that a state forestry de- 
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partment be established to manage the area. 
The donated area was originally named Swal- 
low Falls State Forest. The name was 
changed in 1976 to Garrett State Forest in 
honor of the donors. Within the Forest are 
the two oldest State Parks in Maryland. 
These are Herrington Manor and Swallow 
Falls State Parks. 

Swallow Falls State Park contains three 
varied waterfalls: Muddy Creek Falls, 
Maryland’s largest; Swallow Falls, certainly 
one of the state's most beautiful; and the 
tranquilly beguiling littler Tolliver Falls. 


POTOMAC STATE FOREST—This 
Forest contains 12,400 acres of trees, streams 
and wildlife. It is located along Backbone 
Mountain near the headwaters of the his- 
toric Potomac River. The terrain is rugged 
with elevations ranging from 1,800 feet along 
the Potomac to 2,960 feet on Backbone 
Mountain. This steep gradient gives rise to 
numerous fast falling brooks and streams 
which feed the river. Several of the larger 
streams are Schell, Laurel, Lostland Run, and 
Crabtree Creek. 

The possibilities for recreation in the For- 
est are for the most part of a primitive na- 
ture. It offers scenic vistas, camping, hunt- 
ing, fishing and nature appreciation. 


SAVAGE RIVER STATE FOREST— 
This is the largest of Maryland’s State For- 
ests and contains almost 53,000 acres of trees, 
streams and wildlife for your enjoyment. This 
Forest is located in Garrett County and forms 
part of the Appalachian Plateau. Within the 
Savage River Forest are two State Parks— 
New Germany and Big Run. These are de- 
veloped recreational areas offering house- 
keeping cabins, picnicking, improved camp- 
sites and other facilities. Also within the For- 
est is the 525 acre Savage River Reservoir. 
The Forest offers camping, hiking, sight- 
seeing, fishing, hunting and winter sports.
